(Central timo) yesterday and 
made the run in 17 hours and 57 min- 
utes. This was the Twentieth Century's 
lir.it trip as an IS hour train. 


.From Albany to Hudson, a distance of 


31 miles, the train ran at the rate of 
ncnrlv seventy miles an hour, 31 miles 
brio" made in 20 minutes. On anothel 
stretch between Castloton and Hudson, 
twentv miles were made in 18 minutes. 


Tho new. train brought to this city set- 
entv-two passengers? many of them 
prominent railroad men. They declared 
that, despite the-great speed the nde 
was easy nnd pleasant.

The use of glucose is general and it is 


natural that the users of this gluocse in 
candies and confectioneries, nnd 
glass 


goods and canned goods should kick a 
being, required to label all such. It ii 
being claimed by some manufacturers o 
jams and jellies that the requirement o 
the pure food laws of 1902 seeking now 
to be enforced by the agricultural bur 
cau, to lubel every prepared bottle anc 
glass or can 'with the word glucose wil 
injure the sale. It .naturally would cause 
a diminution of sales but there is np rea- 
'son why if people suppose they are eat- 
ing pure milk, 'pure sugar, pure molasses 
they should not be in every detail pro- 
tected in such supposition. If glucose is 
used, they arc certainly being deceived 
:and if then manufacturers use this glu- 
cose instead of the pure article, of sugar, 
or molasses, consumers should be plainly 
informed by means of the label stating 
sueh is. used. It is nonsense to suppose 
manufacturers consent to be deceived in 
buying pure sugar nnd molasses, and 
they certainly do not buy glucose under 
any belief they are getting'pure goods, 
though they would themselves deceive 
consumers.'by withholding the informa- 
tion glucose has been used instead of the 
pure, thing. T;h'ey .use this imitation be- 
cause it is cheaper. Now if people'want 
to. eat this imitation.why should not all 
food packages; contents ;of bottles'- or 
cans, wear the proper label.1 -

ago the press of the country was ponder 
ing the significance of startling statistic, 
of insanity 'in our large cities. Accord 
ing to a, Chicago investigator, in Ne\ 
York one person in every 240 is insane 
in Boston one in 320, and in the wester 
metropolis one in 400.

Noise is no- 
toriously-one of them, as Rider Haggard 
pointed out on the occasion of his roeent 
visit to the United! States. The rush 
and excitement and restlessness of the 
strenuous chase after the dollar are an- 
other factor, and the principal one no 
doubt. In fact, the noise,is a by-pro- 
duct of the storm and stress of our ex- 
istence. 


Just now New York physicians nnd 


health officials are explaining an alarm- 
ing increase in-the recorded deaths from 
heart disease. We gave the figures yes- 
terday in a letter from New York, and 
they could not fail, to challenge atten- 
tion. 


"We are living too fast and working 


too hard," gays Dr. Darlington, and the 
worst of it is that the "pace" antails 
anxieties, worries, struggles that arc not 
necessarily associated 
with mere hard 


•work. It leaves no time and no mental 
tendency for reflection and the realiza- 
tion of the truth that there are higher, 
nobler, more satisfying things in lifo 
than wealth and social success. The 
true, tha elevated pleasures are sacrificed 
to those which yield no real gratifica- 
tion, no recreation and invigoration.

without sin in this respect and that it 
knows not the pace that kills! The dis- 
ease, alas! is general, and if you will 
consult Chicago physicians thoy will say 
precisely what tho Gotham specialists 
say. Organic heart trouble is very, com- 
mon, and'stomach affections due to rap- 
id eating and five-minute luncheons of 
our "busy man" (with telephones attach- 
ed to the tables) aro even more so.
